Sixteen Prisoners Taken from the 
é Trenton Jail and all Slaugh- 
tered but One. 


A Day of. Dismay tor Whites and 
Blacks. 


No Farther Bloodshed at Last Ac- 
ceunts. 


Memrpnis, August.26,—The Appeal’s 
special from Humboldt to-nightays the 
excitement in Gibson county is subsiding; 
and no fupiher bloodshed is -anticipabed. 
Women and children liave been coming 
in there during the day, and. the wildest 
excitement existed throughout the coun- 
ty, owing to rumorsof negroes marching 
in stroug force for Pickettsville, and ru- 
mors of their having murdered two wo- 
men, On the other hand the negroes 
were terribly alarmed and many fled to 
the wuods, fearing the fale of those 
taken from the Trenton jail. 

The origin of the oubies there occur- 
réd atthe barbecue near Pickettsville 
some five weeks since, in a difficulty be- 
tween a white man named Jo Whale and 
Josh Webb, col., about the payment of a 
half a dollar, since whien the negroes had 
made numerous thredts of violence, On 
Saturday lust, while two young men 
named Munroe Morgan and Jas. Warren 
were riding along the road some three 
miles from Pickettsville, they were 
FIRED UPON BY SOME THIRTY OR FORTY

hid ia the woods. The young men aban- 
doned their horses, took to the woods 
and escaped to the town, the citizens of 
which had become alarmed at the firing 
in view of reports that negroes were or- 
ganizing armed companies, and suspect- 
ing a negro named ben Walker of com- 
plicity in the shooting, a constable, with 
& posse, proceeded to his house where 
they capiured a negro named ben Bal- 
lard, who confessed that they had met 
Saturday night and organized to protect 
Col. Webb, colored, from Ku-Klux, and 
after that to

to the whites, but after meeting and firing 
on Morgan and Warren they separatea. 
He also gave the name of a large number 
engaged in the plot for assassination and 
murder. 

When Ballard’s confession became pub- 
lic, the greatest excitement spread 
throughout the country, anda citizens’ 
gathering at Pickettsville was called, at 
Which Esquire Burnett presided. It was 
decided to summon a posse and arrest the 
following negroes, who, according to 
Ballard, were the ringleaders: Steve 
Bryaut, Dan. Williams, Bob Love, Dick 
Shaw, Dug Jamison, Hayes Peebles, Jar- 
rett Burrows, Alfred Williams and Nick 
Joey, which was done, and they were 
brought to Pickettsville. 

On Sunday night a band of masked 
men rode into town and demanded the 
prisoners, but Marshal Dungan refused 
to give them up, and the maskers left. 
On Monday they were arraigned before 
three justices on the charge of shooting 
with intent to kill and inciting riot. One 
of them, Jarrett Burrows, 
TURNED STATE'S EVIDENCE 
and related the story of the cause, origin 
and purpose of the extensive organization 
among the negroes of Gibson county, 
which was corroborated by Nelson Me- 
Ghee, colored; who also said it was ru- 
mored for some time past that 
PRESIDENT GRANT WOULD BACK 
NEGROES 
in whatever course they take against the 
whites, and acting on this belief, the col- 
ored people had determined to extirpate 
the whites, soasto get their lands, but 
had not agreed upon a time for the out- 
break. ‘This measure for,the murder of 
whites was agreed to by all except by 
Burrell Butler, of Pottsville, and because 
of his opposition they intended to kill him 
Saturday night for fear he would tell 
the whites. 

Burrows also gave the names of several 
other persons to be killed Saturday night, 
and told where the negroes

until they reached Col. Webb’s house 
who was to take command. They also 
expected to mect a company from Ilum- 
boldt under charze of John Regan which 
failed to come, Their object, in organi- 
zing thoroughly was to shoot ku klux, 
who they understood were raiding the 
country to persecute negroes.

Views of Ex-Governor Vance, of 
North Carolina—@fant Incites 
the Blacks—What the South- 

ern Whites Will do With 
the Negroes. 


A representative of the New Yerk Fler- 
ald recently called on ax-Governor Zebu- 
lon B. Vance, of North Carolina, at the 


salutations the conversation that ensued 
was.on thé political situation of the 
south and the recent state election in North 
Carolina. The ex-governor seemed highly 
elated over the complete political revolku- 
tion in favor of the democracy jin his 
own state, and looked upon 
THE RECENT VK... ¥ 

as an indication of what the result of the 
presidential contest would bein 1876. 

‘*The result of the recent election’ m our 
state,” and the ex g wernor, “was afti 
butable to more than one cause, ‘Th 
corruption of state and federal office -hold- 
eers and civil rights question, however, 
were the causes of the defeat of the radi- 
cals, Why, heretofore we could not get 
n dozen negrocsin the state to vote for 
our candidates. At this election hun- 
dreds of them voted the conservative 
ticket. Our boysmarched them by doz- 
ens to the polls.” 

The Herald representative desired to 
know what inducements had been held 
out to the colored people that they shoul | 
desert their party at this late day. 

Ex-Goveinor Vance replied that the 
republicans in North Carolina were divi- 
ded on the civil rights bill. Many who 
professed to be in favor of it secretly op. 
posed it, and even some of the 


LEADING NEGRO POLITICTANS 
announced themselves as against the 
measure. This policy disgusted the dar- 
kies, and as they knew full well they 
could not all get elected to office, and 
were dependent for a living upon the 
conservatives or democrats of the State— 
who are the property holders—hundreds 
of them were wise enough to consult 
their interests and vote for their old mas- 
ters. 

Herald reporter—What do you think 
of the coming presidential contest, gov- 
ernor? 

Ex-Gov. Vance—Well, to tell the truth, 
I would not have given the subject as 
much attention as I have, at this early 
day, but for the discussions on the third 
term which I have seen in the newspapers. 
But among us down south the idea of 
Grant being the democratic nominee for 
the third term js considered simply ridic- 
ulous. 

Herald reporter—Did you read Grant’s 
advice to Judge Mackey, of South Caro- 
liaa? 

Ex-Gov. Vance—Yes. Dut it was all 
said for effect. It is impossible to make 
the southern people believe that Grant is 
not himself corrupt. Why, if he was

practices which they sometimes employ. 
We do not desire to promote the mania 
for office, but if constituencies would 
frown down any undue and corrupt efforts 
to influence or defeat the popdiar will, we 
would see the dangers of candidature 
melt away like the dew before the morn- 
ing sun. 

Every man should have a reasonab‘e 
ambition, even if his capacities are 
small. The futherance of that ambition 
in a lively and multitudinous canvass can 
only work mischief wheh the people, 
who are the jury, are negligent. It 
is true no man hasa right to bribe the 
jury, but the act of attempted bribery 
does not relieve the other party of the 
consequences of remissness, Let the 
candidates come on, then, thick and 
heavy, but let them be held to a strict ac- 
countability for all their acts. And then 
let the party’s decision be considered final. 
The great bane of politics is the so 
called ‘‘independent”  candidate—the 
bolter—he who deliberately violates the 
known rules of the party that he has vol- 
untarily joined and agreed toserve. The 
object of a party nomination is to concen 
trate votes in favor of a certain set of 
principles; and the man who flies in the 
face of the expressed will of his party is 
nothing more than a demoralizer. He is 
not an “independent” candidate in any 
sense of the word. ‘The moment he 
bolts he becomes dependant upon his old 


opponents, upon some ciement that is 
sure to seal his mouth. In short, a pre- 
liminary canvass, fairly and reasonably 
conducted, ‘even if the aspirants are 
legion, and unanimously acquiesced in, is 
the truest and surest way to ascertain the 
will of a party.

There is no risk to runin putting out 
large fiz orchards, for if the proposed ex- 
press experimeyt shoyld prove a failure 
the SPP may stil be made extremely 
profiable by employing some. of the 
newly invenied «lrying processes, A 
contemporary says the celebrated Alden 

neumatic process is the very thing, as it, 
n avery short time,’ evaporates the wa- 
ter in the fruit, turning out a fine, clean, 
merchantable article, bright and free 
from insects and their eggs, The appa- 
ratus is somewhat expensive, thcugh it 
may be simplified and its cost reduced 
very materially. The principal a of 
it consists of a vertical chamber fifteen to 
twenty feet high, and three to five feet 
square, containing a series of frames one 
above another, four and a half inches 
apart, covered with wire netting, and all 
moved upward together by endless chains. 
The heating apparatys is placed wnder 
this chamber, from which currents of air 
heated to any required temperature, pass 
up through and aroynd the farmers. On 
each frame is spread, say twenty poynds 
of fruit. The lowest frame is first placed 
in the chamber directly over the heat at 
the bottom of the shaft, where it remains 
for six minutes. tis then moved up four 
and a half inches, and qa fresh frame is 
put on beneathit, At regular intervals 
of six minutes the whole series of frames 
are moved upward four anda half inches, 
and a fresh frame is put beneath them un- 
til all the frames are in, containing, say 
twenty-one bushels of fruit. At this 
time, the shaft being full, one frame is 
taken off the top and one {is put in at the 
bottom every six minutes, evaporating 
twenty-one bushelszof fruit ready for 
packing every six hours.— Modbde lieg.s'er. 


The ‘‘Flurry’’ inGunny Bagging. 


The steady and rapid advance in prices of 
gunny bagging during the last month or 
more has oceasioned no little comment, not 
only here but in out-of-town markets. This 
is due, as is well known, to the falling off in 
the exports of jute butts from Calcutta. 
On the Ist instant the stock, it will be re- 
membered, was 22,261 bales, the smallest 
supply that has been on the market since 
February Ist, 1872, when the the stock was 
43,100 bales. At about that time there were 
sales of domestic bagging at 16c, where now 
extreme figure is 14gc. The marked dispar- 
ity in the imports is shown in the statement 
that from January Ist to August Ist the 
quantity received in the United States was 
only 63,553 bales, against 142,578 bales 
during the same period of 1573 and 130,569 
bales in 1872. The stock on January Ist of 
this year at all ports was 59,250 bales, from 
which there had been a reduction up to the 
Ist instant to 22,261 bales, including 20,511 
bales here, as stated. Of course, this im 
portant falling offin the importation of the 
tibre of which gunny bigging is made has a 
direct effect on the price of the manufac- 
tured article, and hence the tendency of the 
market is still towards higher prices. The 
crop of jute in the Bengal region is usually 
about 1,200,000 bales, which is distributed to 
#1 parts ot the world, and a certain propor- 
tion is jute butts. With regard to the pres- 
ent crop, there are various reports; nothing 
very definite has been ascertained, and the 
statemente coming from the growiug coun- 
try have the reputation of generally savor- 
ing more or less of hocus pocus.—.Vew York 
Bidlletin.
